POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY.

APPEARANCE IN HEALTH AND 
DISEASE OF FOWL. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly /rish 
Times, ‘the Poultry, Correspondent says :— 
Every poultry-keeper knows—or should. ‘know—. 

the appearance of a healthy bird. There 
is brightness in’ the eye, redness of the 
comb, activity in all its movements, close 
glossy feathers, and a good appetite for 
its food. Consequently, when a bird 
stops. eating, drinks excessively, and 
becomes mopish and dull, we know there 
is something wrong. The comb loses its 
red colour, and becomes dark or 
purplish, and. the- droppings are watery, 
yellow or  gteenish. All these 
symptoms may be present in several 
diseases, ant, therefore, it is necessary to 
give a thorough examination so that the. 
special symptoms of the disease it 18’ 
suffering from may be ascertained. At 
the same time it must be remembered 
that. it is always difficult to ascertain 
correctly what Is-wrong with-a bird, and 
where there is doubt, and the disease 
seems serious, a dead bird should be sent 
to an expert. for examination, especially 
in cases of epidemics.

REPORT. 
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IMPORTANT CHANGES 
RECOMMENDED, 


—€— 


Important changes in the law relating to. - 


bankeagaey in the Free State are recom- 
mended ‘in the second and final report of the 
Bankruptcy Commission, which was issued 
yesterday. . ates k 

The main subject of the report is the 
winding-up of companies. and friendly 
societies. | 

THE PROTECTION OF THE LAW. 

A preliminary note jn the report states :— 
“ Public interest requires that in cases of 
insolvency the law should protect the com- 
munity, as @ whole, from fraud, dishonesty 
or serious neglect of duty on the part’ of 
individuals or companies. Our recommenda- 
tions dealing with bankruptcy and with the 
winding-up Of companies are framed with 
this object in view, and are directed towards 
bringing processes of law into harmony with 
present conditions and making. them more 
stringent. They are not framed to provide 
security against losses which may arise from 
elements of speculation, or of competition, 
which are inherent in all trading venturies. 

“ Many traders and trading organisations, 
even some who do not seem to safeguard 
their own interests by adopting reasonable 
precautions in the granting of credit, appear 
to expect that immunity from loss can be 
secured by courts of law, and much of the 
comment and criticism regarding the matters 
into which we have inquiried, can be traced 
to this belief.” 

INFORMATION IN INSOLVENCY 
MATTERS. 

Proposals for the better co-ordination and 
extension of the existing machinery for 
supplying information relating to insolvency 
matters in general to the Government and to 
the public are contained in a memorandum 
to the report, and matters relating to “ the 
obtaining registration and enforcement of 
judgments and orders, central and other 
registration of judgments, orders, decrees, 
bonds and recognisances ” and proceedings had 
been referred to the Joint Committee of the 
Dail and the Senate on the Courts of: Justice 
Act. 

No change is recommended in the existing 
system of winding-up by the Court, but 
winding-up subject to the supervision of the 
Court is regarded as worthy of retention, 
because it has possible advantages. 

CREDITOR’S POWERS. 

‘‘The Commission agree with the views of 
the Board of Trade Committee that the law 
should be amended so as to give to creditors 
effective control of voluntary liquidations 
where the company is insolvent, and they re- 
commend the enactment in this country of the 
relevant sections of the English Act of 1929. 
At present, even in the case of an insolvent 
company, the shareholders have control of 
the liquidation, although they have no real 
interest in the matter, except in so far as 
their shares may not be fully paid up. 
‘They appoint the liquidator, fix his re- 
muneration and have the _ liquidator’s 
accounts laid before them. In fact, the 
winding up is treated as being their affair, 
instead of that of the creditors. The re- 
commendation now made will transfer these 
powers to the creditors. The company will 
have to call a meeting of its creditors, at 
which the directors shall submit a full state- 
ment of the company’s affairs. The com- 
‘pany and the creditors, at their respective 
meetings, may nominate a liquidator, but if 
different persons are so nominated, the per- 
son chosen by the creditors shall be the 
liquidator. 

‘This mode of winding up is to be called 
a ‘creditors’ voluntary winding up.’ 

“ Where the directors of a company make 

a statutory declaration that they have made 
a full inquiry into the affairs of the com- 
pany, and that they have formed the opinion 

that the company will be able to pay its 

debts in full, within a period not exceeding 
twelve months from the commencement of 
the winding up, then all the powers granted 
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to creditors outhine bove may be exer- 
cised by the ‘outpaa “ This mode of 
winding up is to be called a ‘‘ members’ 
voluntary winding up.” 

Power is also given, bot). to the company 
and to the creditors to appoint. committees 
of inspection consisting of not more than 
five persons. 

THE STATUTORY DECLARATION. 

The Commission recommends also that 

ewhere a statutory declaration of solvency 
has been made by the directors of a com- 
pany, any creditor should have the right 
to apply to the Court to have the declara- 
tion examined and tested. Where the Court 
is satisfied that such statutory declaration 
was unwarranted and should not be acted 
upon it should be at liberty to set aside 
the members’ voluntary winding up and to 
direct a creditors’ voluntary winding up 
instead. 

The Commission recommends also the 
ahohtion of the second meeting for the pass- 
ing of a special resolution that there should 
always be a committee of inspection in all 
voluntary winding up cases; that the com- 
mittee should fix the remuneration of the 
liquidator, and that on the appointment of 
the liquidator all the powers of the director 
shall cease, except in so far as the Com- 
mittee may sanction their continuance. 

Among other recommendations are the 
following _— 

“A liquidator in a voluntary winding-up, 
vhether of'a company or friendly society 
(hut excluding trade unions), shall be 
obliged to file— . 

“a statement, to be filed within one 
month from the date of his appoint- 
ment, showing the assets, including 
uncalled capital, if any, and the 
amount of the debts and liabilities, as 
far as then ascertained; 

“an account every six months thereafter 
of any further assets, debts, and 
liabilities ascertained, and of all 
assets realised, and of the disburse- 
ments made and the dividends paid 
to creditors since above or the pre- 
ceding account was filed; 
final statement of his dealings with 
the estate and of the remuneration 
received by him. 

“Provision should, . however, be made to 
dispense with the filing of all or any of the 
accounts: at the discretion of the Registrar, 
where he is satisfied that the creditors and 
shareholders will be paid in fail, as, €.J., 

the case of the 1econstruction of a 
ompany.” 

LIQUIDATORS’ BALANCES. 

“An important recommendation is that any 
valance in the hands of the liquidator should 
be lodged by him to such account and in 
uch form as may be prescribed, so that the 
enefits resulting therefrom shall accrue to 
ihe State, until such balance shall have been 
paid to the person or persons entitled there- 
io. Liquidators in voluntary liquidations 
nO fail to file the necessary documents and 
accounts should be severely punished. ‘The 
penalty prescPibéd in England is a fine not 
‘\ceeding £50 for each day during which 
the default continues. : 

‘The view of the Commission is that it 
is inevitable that the costs in a compulsory 
“inding-up should be greater than those in- 
curred in a voluntary winding-up. But all 
uch costs have to reviewed and taxed 
by the Taxing Masters. The Commission 
tre of opinion that many of the unsatis- 
factory results in the winding-up of com- 
pe lies have been due to the conduct of the 
iquidators. As matters stand, any person 
may be appointed a liquidator, even though 
“ be possessed of no practical or technical 
knowledge of the business he # called upon 
io handle and wind up, a he may 
have no aptitude for - de ing with 
figures, and not he sesstd of any 
experience of accounts. The result has 
not infrequently been that, owing to the in- 
capacity or lack of experience of the 
liquidator, the winding up has been

Mr. Rice, opening the defence, said that 
the allegation in the case was that the 
document produced in the Court was not the 
will of Edward McKeon and that the signa- 
ture to it was a forgery.

When: he 
examined it, and having regard to the facts 
disclosed, he said, he was satisfied 
that the supposed signature» could not 
be the signature of anyone but was 
a drawing and not a signature. A 
further comparison of the signature 
to the will with the handwriting of the 
deceased man revealed to him that the 
genuine signatures of the deceased man in 
the bank lodgment dockets were confirmatory 
of his opinion that the signature to the will 
was not that of the deceased man. 

The witness produced a number of photo- 
graphs ofthe wil!, the signature to it, and of 
what he said were the genuine signatures of 
the deceased man as he found them in 
documents. In one instance, he said, he 
found traces of an erasure or the use of a 
rubber after a letter had been formed, and 
in that case at least three distinct move- 
ments had been used in forming the letter, 
having been inked over. Tricks, he pointed 
out, were used in making the signature to 
the will.

Witness left 
and Tate followed him, calling him names, 
and they exchanged blows. About ten 
minutes later witness and his son-in-law 
went out into a publichouse. They were 
followed by a number of men who called 
out names, including Tate. When the 
crowd cleared away he went out. The 
crowd again gathered round him in a very 
threatening attitude, and to frighten them 
off he fired a revolver shot in the fir. 
He then ran towards his door, and he had 


revolver. ; 

The Judge asked the jury if they had 
heard enough of the case. The foreman 
replied in the affirmative; and the jury, 
without leaving the box, they found the 
accused not guilty on both counts, and he 
was discharged.

NO SCHEME FOR ITS REMOVAL. 
A general meeting .of the. North City 
Improvements Association is to be held 
to-morrow evening “ in connection with the 
proposal to’ erect a new bridge for vehicular 
traffic to replace the existing’ Metal Bridge '' 
over the River. Liffey, carrying with it the 
‘widening of Liffey street, Upper and Lower. 

In the course of a conversation with our 
representative yesterday, Mr. Moynihan, City 
Engineer, said that there-was absolutely no 
scheme before the City Council at the present 
time. 

““ A scheme for widening Liffey street from 
Abbey street to the guays, he said, “ was 
prepared some fifteen or sixteen years ago, 
and the Local Government Board held an 
ae gy ó The. report. oí that inquiry approved 
only of the widening of that portion of Liffey 
street which has ba done—that is, the 
portion immediately adjoining the Northern 
quays—but for some reason the Local Govern- 
ment Board refused to give sanction to the 
plan for the bigger scheme. 

‘“* As the property on the unfinished portion 
of Liffey street is being rebuilt, the new 
premises will be set back to the line of the 
proposed new thoroughfare. No scheme was 
ever before the Corporation for the removal 
of the Metal Bridge. but schemes were. pre-

STEADY DECLINE IN FIGURES. 

Of the 13,869 emigrants of Irish Free State 
Hationality who left for countries out of 
Europe during the past nine months 12,364 
went to the Tnited States of America, 996 
to Canada, and 214 to Australia. 

During the same period in 1929, of 16,797 
Free State emigrants, 14,563 went to the 
U.S.A., 1,604 to Canada, and 321 to Australia. 

For the whole of 1929 the total: number of 
Free, State emigrants to countries out of 
Europe was 20, 802 : in 1928 it- was 24,691; 
in 1927, 27,148; in 1926, 30,041; and in 1925, 
30,180. 

The number of emigrants to the U.S.A. 
fell from 26,431 in 1925 to 18,035 in 1929.

The. secretary was directed to send- to 
each member of the Government, Executive 
and Dail a copy of the following resolu- 
tions :— 

“That, we demand immediate protection 
against all imported goods that can 
economically produced: in the Free State in 
accordance with the programme Jaid down 
at the first annual convention of the National 
Council of Sinn Fein in the Rotunda on 
November 28, 1905—as enunciated by the late 
Arthur Griffith—and that we call on the 
Urban and City Councils to co-operate to 
this end.”’ ' 

‘That we request the Government to grant 
a moratorium for one year’s rents, annuities, 
and interest in lieu of rent.’’ 

“That. we demand the immediate de- 
rating of all agricultural land.”’ 

‘That interest in lieu of rent, pending vest- 
ing, shal] be fixed on the statutory purchase 
price of 44 p.c., and that legislation be in- 
troduced forthwith to that end, and we re- 
quest the Government to deal immediately 
with those cases where title has been proved 
end lands inspected under the 1903 and 1909 
Acts.”’ — 

“That we cannot accept the proposal of 
the Government to set up a permanent Tariff 
Commission as an adequate reply to our de- 
mand for the immediate adoption of Griffith’s 
economic and financial policy.. We consider 
that the elected representatives and not a 
Committee of Civil Servants should devise 
national policy. Consequently, we re- 
pudiate any body set up that will ‘stand 
between fhe people and the Government 
elected’ by the people. We request the 
Government and the Dail to take up this 
matter immediately the Dail ‘reassembles.”’ 


PROPOSED IMPORT DUTY ON 
BACON. 


Mr. G. H. Pekelharing, of Amsterdam, 
points out with reference to his interview 
with ‘our Agricultural Correspondent, pub- 
lished last.

Visitors from distant foreign lands, last 
week, included the Torr Head, commanded 
by Captain Moore, with general cargo from 
Montreal: the Halbeath, from Tunis, with 
phosphate; the Chifuku Maru, of Kobe, 
4.259 tons register, from Portland (Oregon) 
via Cork, with a cargo of wheat; and the 
oil tanker, Tamerac, from Philadelphia. The 
word ‘distant ” is a very broad term when 
used in connection with ships. The crew 
of the Torr Head, for example, consider 
that the 3,000 miles run from Montreal is 
quite a short one.

The encouragement of Irish manalac- 
tures is not such a recent affair as some of 
us may think.

_“ Her Majesty’s birthday will be cele- 
brated in the Castle of Dublin on Thurs- 
day, the 25rd February, when there will 
be a levée, and Ode, a Ball and a 
Supper; and it is to be hoped that the 
Nobility and Gentry who shall appear 
there on that day will be dressed in the 
Manufactures of Ireland.” 


“Dublin s First Cheap Sale. 


In these days, when newspapers carry 
daily sales advertisements from stores and 
shops, it is interesting to read the first 
cheap sale advertisement which appeared 
in a Dublin newspaper, Harding’s News 
Letter, 28th March, 1719. In that issue 
Richard Ackers, who lived at the Sign of 
Lord Galway’s Head in Fishamble street, 
‘for the encouragement of buyers, pro- 
poses to sell much cheaper than they cost 
him at first,”’ a varied selection of goods, 
including ‘‘ Gloves, Head-Rolls, Fans, 
Combs, Bredes, Satin Ribbons, Galloons, 
Punces and Girdle Buckles.” What may 
be called the sting of this advertisement 
lies in the tail, which reads thus: “ N.B.— 
He intends to go for England to bring 
over new goods, and, therefore, desires all 
who owe him any money to hasten in pay- 
ment; otherwise they must expect 
trouble.”

A Dublin Hermit. 


The other day I walked out in the direc- 
tion of Kiimashogue Mountain from Glen- 
southwell, and looked in vain for the 
familiar beehive-shaped house which some 
fifteen years ago was the abode of a hermit. 
After a little searching I found the exact 
site, now a gaping quarry-hole, and, seeing 
it thus, was reminded of another visit paid 
on another November day, when the owner 
of the “ Round House '' had explained to 
me his peculiar philosophy and the reasons 
which led him to construct such a dwel- 
ling. The “ house’’ consisted of one 
circular room, with windows set at each 
point of the compass, while the roof was a 
wooden cupola, artistically designed, and 
constructed by the hermit himself. His 
main idea, he told me then, was to get as 
much sunlight as possible, and even to 
sleep in such a position as would ensure his 
being directly in the path of the sun's rays 
when it rose in the morning. “To sleep in 
a room facing north was, in his opinion, 
attended with deadly consequences ; all the 
injurious microbes, he avowed, flourished 
where no sunlight came, The other points 
of the compass had some disadvantages 
also ; if you lived in a room facing east, you 
acquired energy, coupled, however, with a 
hard, material outlook; if your windows 
looked south, you were likely to become 
indolent ; if you spent too much time facing 
the western sun, you developed a tendency 
towards the artistic temperament. The 
hermit, who was a most picturesque figure, 
with a long black beard, had solved these 
difficulties by having windows all round 
him, and anyone who has ever observed the 
number of houses built without any rela- 
tion to a proper modicum of sunlight will 
appreciate the sound common-sense behind 
his arguments.

“ Cork Remembrancers.” 


Of the three strange productions called 
“The Cork Remembrancer,’’ brought out 
respectively in 1783, 1792 and 1837, quite 
as little seems now known of their authors 
as of the books themselves, so rare have 
the latter become. Of the eccentric 
methods of the compiler of the first 
volume, however, some amusing informa- 
tion is available. ‘‘ The first edition of 
the ‘ Cork Remembrancer,’ ’’ wrote Croker 
in 1824, ‘‘ a book which would be better 
entitled ‘The Cork Criminal Recorder,’ 
was compiled by a Mr. FitzGerald, and 
contains the particulars of almost every 
execution in that city during the preced- 
ing half century.” ‘‘ I have been told,”’ 
he continues, ‘‘ that the author made a 
point of being present at the death of 
every criminal whose execution he has re- 
corded, and that he generally marched in 
the procession from the dock to. the 
scaffold.”” On one occasion it is reported 
of FitzGerald that, peng, confined to his 
bed by a severe illness, he actually peti- 
tioned the judge to postpone an execution 
until he was sufficiently recovered to 
attend.

Concern for the well-being of pet 
animals has led to a considerable number 
of sych bequests as that of £3,000 left to 
her cat Mitzi by Mrs. Cain of Los Angeles. 
Only a few years ago Mr. Avery Hopwood, 
the American playwright, left £2,000 in 
trust for his pet monkey, Squeak, and an 
eccentric old lady of Aberdeen bequeathed 
all her property to a nephew on condition 
that he took care of her cat, saw to its 
daily meals, and had it at dinner with 
him every New Year’s Day.

CLERGY AND ORGANISTS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. . 

Sin,—I shall be grateful if you will permit 
me space to make some comments on the 
surprising resolution adopted by the- Leinster 
Society of Organists and Choirmasters in re- 
ference to a ‘‘recent’’ circular from the 
Dublin Diocesan Church Music Committec. 
If‘ this was the circular issued during the 
spring, outlining a scheme of congregational 
hymn services on a regional system, then, as 
honorary secretary of the Diocesan Church 
Music Committee at the time, I was largely 
responsible for its wording. May I say at 
once that no offence was intended? Indeed, 
on reading it over again, [ fail to find in it 
any reflection whatever, either direct or 
implied, on the “‘ professional status’’ of 
organists and choirmasters. To begin with, 
the circular dealt exclusively with hymns. 
Surely it can be maintained that the teaching 
of hymns does not require musical knowledge 
of a highl gair de kind. If the contrary 
is true, then the “ professional status” of 
our friends the organists must receive some 
nasty shocks every time a mother presumes 
to teach her little ones ‘“‘Jesus, tender 
shepherd’’ or “There is a green hill far 
away.” 

With regard to congregational practices, 
such as were suggested in the circular, may 
I respectfully inquire if the clergy have not 
every right to teach their congregation 
through hymns just as much as through 
sermons? Assuming the implication of the 
vesolution as true—that ‘‘clergy” and 
“musical” are contradictory terms—surely 
in virtue of their devotional value hymns 
belong to the province of the clergy rather 
than to that of the organists. As a matter 
of fact, the suggestion that the clergy should 
conduct these practices was made on practical 
grounds, It is obviously impossible for an 
organist to ‘‘conduct’’ such practices with 
success and to “accompany” them at the 
same time. The Church Music Committee, 
therefore, suggested that when there was the 
requisite musical knowledge,* the clergy 
should conduct the singing in collaboration 
with the organist at his instrument. This, 
so far as I know was done, and the whole 
scheme was highly successful. 

Tt. will be a grave pity if the movement 
back to congregational singing, which seems 
to be gathering force everywhere, is now, to 
be impeded by the unfortunate difference of 
opinion indicated in the resolution proposed 
by Mr. G. Harrison and seconded by Mr, 

ve. I am quite certain that nothing 
offensive to the professional dignity of 
organists and choirmasters was intended, and 
that, on reflection, they will see their resolu- 
tion as somewhat hasty and ill-founded.—

OWNERSHIP OF COAT 
FOUND ON FORESHORE. 


Following upon inquiries early yesterday, the 
police were able to say later that they are 
practically certain that the woman's coat 
found on the foreshore between Looe and 
Polperro, Cornwall, on Monday, belonged to 
Mrs. Annie Hearn, the 41 years old widow of 
a Yorkshire doctor, who had been missing 
from Trenhorne, neat Launceston, for over a 
week.

During the day the coat was shown to a 
number of people, all of whom are prepared 
to say that it was a coat which they had 
irequently. seen Mrs. Hearn wearing. With 
this fact established the police are faced with 
a new series of problems. It is certain that 
the coat could not have been on the foreshore 
hefore Sunday, which suggests that Mrs. 
Hearn was alive then and that she may well 
be still in the neighbourhood. The owner- 
ship of the coat has reaffirmed the police 
belief that Mrs. Hearn is still wandering 
about, possibly suffering from loss _ of 
niemory,

THE UNEMPLOYED. 

Jn the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
Campbell, K.C., said that before the House 
broke up he would like to express the con- 
cern with which he and some of the members 
viewed ‘the privations in store for many of 
the people of Northern Ireland this winter, 
and the apathy and helplessness of the 
Government in face of the circumstances. 
The unemployed last. week were 72,562, an 
increase of 2,000 since the beginning of the 
month. One stood aghast at these figures, 
behind which there was a background of 
suffering and want. The Government was a 
tired Government, and its expenditure was 
on a scale not exceeded by any Government 
outside Great Britain. Like a spendthrift it 
grew more reckless the deeper it plunged. 
and they were encompassed by an array of 
officials out of all proportion to the needs 
of the country’s small area and population. 
They had reason to fear that this was the 
worst year the linen trade had ever ex- 
perienced. Shipbuilding and agriculture 
were in a parlous state, and yet the Govern- 
ment jogged along quite happy. Nothing 
seemed to matter to it, 

REPLY FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 

Viscount Charlemont, Leader of the House, 
said that it was a mistake to think that while 
the Commons or the Senate was not sitting 
the Government hibernated. When they were 
not there talking or listening to other people 
talking, that was the time they could get 
down to some real work. The Government 
was not in the least apathetic, and it did its 
level best to keep the unemployment figures 
within a reasonable limit. The Government 
could not help the fact that the shipping 
companies did not place any orders in BeHast 
when, in fact, they did not place any orders 
anywhere at the present time. The Govern- 
ment could assist these companies to the 
utmost of their powers, but these powers did 
not so far as to compel the companies 
to give orders they did not want to give. 
The same thing applied to other branches of 
industry. During the ‘hibernating period ”’ 
the Government would keep a wakeful eve 
on the problem and do the utmost in their 
power to ease it, but it co-ld not be supposed 
to do more than the Government of Great 
Britain and other countries faced with 
exactly the same difficulties. 

The House then adjourned.

£63,585 SAID TO BE 
INVOLVED. 

Charges of larceny and conspiracy were 
brought’ against mine men at Nottingham 
yesterday in connection with the accounts of 
the Gas Department of the Corporation. The 
men were remanded, bail being *llowed. 

Leonard W. G. Ball (42), gas official, Lough- 
borough road, West Bridgford, was concerned 
in all. the charges. The other men were :—

tingham; Henry Rowland Deeley (55), mer- 
chant, Brameocte ‘ane, Wollaton; Harry 
Wright Gardiner (53), ironmonger, Woote- 
thorpe, Nottingham; John Ernest Allen (47), 
builder, Westdale lan, Nottingham; Frank 
Mullis (68), Fraser road, Nottingham; Henry 
Flint Scotton (47), timber merchant, Wil- 
loughby road, West Bridgford; Percy Sisson 
(50), master plumber, Union road, Notting- 
ham, and Alfred Sisson (44), master plumber, 
Southampton street, Nottingham. The total 
amount involved in the charges was £2,757 
17s. 7d. 

Prosecuting counsel stated that as far as 
investigation had gone against the men in 
the dock, over a period of ten vears, the 
alleged frauds had amounted to £63,585. 

Leonard Ball, whose salary was about £200 
a year, owned fifty-one houses, two shops and 
4 motor car, and his wife owned ;.nother car. 
In addition, he made substantial edvances to 
relatives, and was having a house built for 
himself costing £3,000. Counsel said that the 
charges were typical of the whole of the 
alleged frauds. 

In a voluntary statement to the police 
Leonard Ball said :—‘‘I am very sorry ‘this 
has all occurred, and T will give you every 
assistance. Jt all started with the question 
of repairs to my own property. That would be 
in 1926, I think, or early in 1927. Allen and 
I arranged to use Cornoration materials on 
my property. I must be fair to Allen—the 
suggestion came from me. The same thing 
applies to Sisson as well. It all started in a 
small way first, odds and ends for repairs.”’

It can mean nothing 
save, for the white man, an end of his 
occupation, and, for the native, a relapse 
inte the old, barbaric state of savagery 
and inter-tribal war. 

Since the War there has been a con- 
sistent tendency to improve the black 
‘man’s lot, although nothing on so vast a 
scale as self-government has been in view. 
Earl Winterton, writing about the Gold 
Coast in The Timés, says ‘that nobody 
questions the inherent soundness of the 
so-called Guggisberg policy, or the benefits 
which it has conferred, but doubts are 
beginning to occur whether it always has 
been put into practice wisely. Although 
an enlightened scheme of development has 
conferred large advantages on the west 
coast, it has changed the native character, 
and Lord Winterton sees danger loom 
ahead. Bureaucracy threatens to extend 
its sway over Africa, bringing social unrest 
and dissatisfaction in its train. The thing 
that happened in India is happening on 
the Gold Coast. Natives who, ten or 
twenty years ago, had no ideas save the 
ideas of savages, are anxious to become 
} part of the machine of government. The 
African who has been taught to read 
or write despises manual labour, and 
there is a growing surplus of would-be civil 
servants and Government clerks, while a 
newspaper Press, as fatuous and poisonous 
as that of India, is coming into existence. 
Although the African risorgimento may 
come some day, it seems to us to have 
been undertaken in too great haste. Such 
an acceleration as that provided by the 
British Government’s latest White Paper 
on Africa promises to be fatal to gradual 
and prosperous development. It is little 
wonder that administrators of the old 
school view the prospect with dismay. 


Bankruptcy Laws. 


The second and final report of the Free 
State Commission on Bankruptcy, which 
was issued yesterday, is a document of 
much importance. This Commission has 
held protracted meetings ; it has examined 
a large number of witnesses, and its 
recommendations ought to be of great 
value to the Free State Government. In 
a preface to its report the Commission 
declares that the law ought to protect the 
public from fraud in the case of bank- 
ruptcy. Its recommendations have been 
framed with that end in view, and they 
are calculated to bring the processes of law 
into harmony with existing conditions, as 
well as to make them more stringent. It 
proposes co-ordination and extension of 
the existing machinery for the supply of 
information to the Government and the 
public in all matters relating to in- 
solvency, and that the interests of the 
community shall be protected in every 
possible way. The Commission agreés with 
the corresponding committee of the Board 
of Trade in Great Britain that the present

Church and State. 


The autumn session of the Church 
Assembly, which began “its meetings on 
Monday, is big with portent; for it is dis- 
cussing the vital subject of the proper 
relationship between Church and State in 
England. Last February the archbishops 
were instructed by the Assembly: to set up 
a Commission to explore the various 
“aspects of this question, and already the 
‘personnel selected has aroused a certain 
‘athount of criticism. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury, who presided, expounded the 
motives of the episcopal bench. “It was 
.important,’’ he said, “ that the Commission 
should not be too large.” Those persons, 
he added, were not included, ““who had 
publicly declared the conclusions at 
which they had arrived.” His Grace 
struck a more controversial note when 
he remarked that “ the” archbishops 
had made no inquiry whatsoever “as 
to the attitude of those whom they 
had invited to serve on the Commis- 
sion ‘on the question of the Prayer-book 
measures.” Dr, Pollock, the Bishop of 
Norwich, immediately responded to Dr. 
Lang’s speech with an amendment “' that 
among these members shall be an adequate 
number of: those who in Parliament voted 
against the Prayer-book measures, 1927 
and 1928.’’ Since Dr. Lang’s motion pro- 
‘posed that the members of the Commission 
need not be required to be members of the 
Church Assembly, we may regard the 
Bishop of .Norwich as. the. opposi- 
tion to the Archbishop of Canterbury’s 


undiscriminating outlook. Lord Brentford 
seconded Dr. Pollock’s amendment from.

The People’s Books. 


According to the Special Correspondent 
of the Morning Post, librarians throughout 
Britain report a large increase in the 
volume of the public’s reading. Speaking 
to the Rotary Club in Bristol, Mr. James 
Ross remarked that the-issue of books 
from public libraries was nearly twice as 
great as that of ten years ago. An interest- 
ing feature of this development is the 
unexpected demand for more serious 
works. 
tion at this aspiring after culture by the 
masses, we must remember that a little 
learning is a dangerous thing, and in 
this connection the choices of the 
British public in its  truth-seeking 
moments are interesting. The experience 
of librarians generally suggests that 
Robert Bridges, D. H. Lawrence, Bernard 
Shaw and Sir James Jeans are the 
favourite non-fiction authors. Such a 
choice admits of little criticism, but we 
may wonder if this blend of cynicism, 
domestic realism and exotic modernism is 
ideal meat for partially educated minds. 
It is tenable that a forthright “‘ thriller ”’ 
by Edgar Wallace is more suitable litera- 
ture for the plain man than a gifted 
treatise on psychology by a present-day 
author. Some hundred years ago French- 
men read Rousseau, and as a result 
evolved the September massacres. We do 
not fear so grim a dénouement from the 
people’s reading of contemporary authors, 
but we suspect that too much of this sort 
of thing may lead to muddle-headedness. 
It is the fashion to-day to write satirical 
pictures of everyday life. To the informed 
such works are useful; to the uninformed 
they are gospels of polished ‘‘ defeatism,’’ 
Europe at present requires to be in- 
vigorated, and we invite authors, since 
now their public is so extensive, to write 
on a more positive note ; for, as in music, 
the major key is more intelligible to the 
many than the minor.

Orders from Russia. 


The Soviet order placed in this country 
for machine tools to the value of £600,000, 
for delivery to Russia, is regarded with 
mixed feelings by British manufacturers. 
The trades producing the tools will benefit 
by the order, but it is certain that the 
product of those tools will be used in com- 
petition with goods of British manu- 
facture. The prospeet of the use of up- 
to-date machincry and ill-paid labour m 
Russia is by no means comforting to those 
who have experienced the effect upon 
British industry of cheap imported goods. 


The French Navy. 


France, under the Washington Disarma- 
ment Treaty, has the right to build 
seventy thousand tons of capital ships, 
with guns up to sixteen inches in calibre ; 
and, owing to the efflux of time, an extra 
thirty-five thousand tons will be added 
shortly. The point is interesting, because 
discussions now are taking place in Paris 
that are likely to have a mar”ed influence 
on future European nava: developments. 
It seems that France is likely to build her 
capital ships, but the question is how 
she will apportion the tonnage. One 
scheme provides for four armoured 
ships of entirely new design; a sécond 
suggests the building of three ships of 
twenty-three thousand tons apiece, while 
yet another proposition is that the tonnage 
shall be used to build two great thirty- 
five thousand ton vessels, such as our 
Nelson and Rodney. . It will depend upon 
the choice of the French-Government what 
the shipbuilding programme of other 
countries will be in the future, though it 
must be borne-in mind that the real 
strength of the French Navy lies in its 
magnificent fleet of cruisers, flotilla 
leaders, destroyers and submarines, near!v 
all of which have been built since the 
. War. 


Lotteries in England. 


The publication of the result of the 
Irish Hospital Sweepstake here to-day re- 
calls the fact that it is 104 years since 
the last public lottery was drawn in Eng- 
land; for it was in the opening years of 
the nineteenth century that the craze for 
lotteries, which had been great for many 
years, began to die. When the law wa@ 
passed declaring lotteries to be illegal and 
naming one to be drawn in July, 1826. as 
the last, public enthusiasm was rekindled 
go successfully that the Treasury per- 
mitted the final draw to take place three 
months later. The price of the tickets 
was raised to engender a belief that they 
were at a premium. That last lottery wes 
drawn at Cooper’s Hall, Basinghall street. 
Purchasers of tickets filled the street and 
the gallery in the Hall. The only 
fortunate one present was a little man 
who, as it is related, being assured that 
he had drawn a fortune, got up, and, 
without a word, walked out of the build- 
ing. It was estimated that the Treasury 
lost £300,000 a year by the Act of 1826. 


New Zealand Butter. 


New Zealand is becoming a great favter 
in the butter market; for it has 
quadrupled its. butter exports in the last 
nine years, according to Mr. H. E. Davis, 
of the New Zealand Dairy Produce Board, 
who delivered one uf the Empire Market- 
ing Board’s broadcast talks trom London 
this morning. During the dairying yea! 
ended July ólst the Dominion produced 
110,000 tons of butter, of which 70,000 tons 
were exported to Great Britain, 20,00U 
tons to Canada and only 2,000 tons to 
other countries. The 92,000 tons exported 
is compared with 235,000 tons in 1921. “It 
is confidently predicted by many peop!® 
thoroughly familiar with our wonderfu! 
conditions of soil and climate that we 
shall further double our present produ 
tion of butter within the next ten years. 
said Mr. Davis. He added that New 
Zealand, already the world’s largest pr’ 
capita buycr of English goods, would. be 
able largely to increase its purchases o! 
British manufactures if its butter exports 
to the homeland were doubled. At the 
present time the Dominion purchased 
£20,000,000 worth of British goods, equal 
to £14 lls. a head of the population, in 
comparison with £3 a wet ig of purchases 
by Denmark, £2 12s. a head by the Arge®- 
tine and 6d. a head by Russia.

DECLINE OF PRODUCTION. 
i 


In a statement issued last night, the 
Vxecutive Committee of the National 
Council of Industry and Commerce—con- 
mrs Se Sir William Morris (chairman), 
Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen, Mr, Richard $. 
Guinness, Mr. R. M. Holland-Martin, Mr. 
J. Gibson Jarvie, Major John ‘Leslie, 
Sir Ernest W. Petter, Sir Felix Pole, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Wyndham R. Portal, 
Mr. T. Gilbert Scott and Mr, Walter K. 
Whigham—declare that: 

“We can only live and pay our debts 
and prosper by producing goods 
rendering services in return for the pro- 
ductions of others. The country’s wealth 
can only be measured by its production 
and services. Its credit and money are 
entirely. dependent on what it produces 
and the services it renders. 

“ Great Britain to-day is in a state of 
depression surpassing all previous crises ; 
and while the country’s troubles are 
economic, they can only be cured by poli- 
tical means, because the first steps must 
be taken by Parliament. 

“The present eg conditions will 
continue until disaster overtakes us, 
unless the Government and the Opposition 
discard party politics in favour of sound 
economics. e country’s prosperity at 
the moment is the Xf gs FY ths 
politicians. 

“The Executive Committee of the 
National Council observe with serious 
apprehension the immediate programme of 
business which the Government is placing 
before Parliament, and particularly do 
they regard with dismay the failure on its 
economic side of the Imperial Conference. 
They int out that this failure was 
inevitable, because the Government 
subordinated economics to politics. The 
economic proposals were not considered on 
their merits—certain possibilties were not 
explored. 

“ In their opinion, thé vitally urgent 
questions to-day are ‘the state of trade and 
industry, unemployment and taxation. 

“Unemployment is increasing so 
rapidly that soon it will be unmanageable. 
Production shows a continuous decline, but 
the burden of taxation grows heavier. Our 
national income is being fatally reduced, 
while the claims on our income is being 
steadily increased. 

“The constantly increasing overhead 
costs of production must be reduced. The 
National Council in principle are opposed 
to wage reductions and are in favour of 
good wages, but good wages can only be 
paid out of money earned—+-e., wealth 
produced. The price of keeping people in 
idleness is paid by the people in work. 

“The. Executive Committee urge that 
sihe Government shall deal with these 
questions of unemployment and taxation 
at once, and on a strictly non-party basis, 
not bound or restricted in advance, but 
with complete freedom of thought and 
action, and that Parliament shall be 
allowed to express its views independent 
of party. 

‘The country is faced with national 
and irretrievable economic disaster, which 
can only be avoided if the position is 
immediately and determinedly faced in a 
national spirit,”

THE NATIONAL 
CAPITAL. 
SIR JOSIAH STAMP’S 
NEW FIGURES. 


————-&e ——— 


New figures, representing his calcula- 
tion of the national capital, were given 


address as President of the Royal Statis- 
tical Society at the Royal Society of Arts, 
John street, Adelphi, last night. 

Sir Josiah said that his studies showed 
that we had spent the whole of our 
national savings for about six years fol- 
lowing 1914, and almost a quarter of our 
foreign investments. We had then saved 
somewhere about £450,000,000 a year for 
the next eight years. He gave as his new 
estimate of national capital the total of 
£24,445,000,000 gross and £18,045,000,000 
net, with statistical approximation or 
extreme margin of possible doubt of 
£1,350,000,000. 

Sir Josiah referred to the fact that 
there had been no detailed investigation 
or computation of national capital since 
his own for 1914 of £14,310,000,000, and 
pointed out that all subsequent references 
to national capital had been based on this, 
with rough modifications and additions. 
It had been well-nigh impossible, he said, 
to construct a post-war estimate with any 
success until recently, because over no 
period had the conditions remained stable 
for sufficiently long. 

There had been no point of time since 
the war when the outlook existing at the 
period over which any particular figures 
extended had not been completely falsified 
at the time of availability. “The effect of 
the excess profits duty, and then the effect 
of the inflation and the slump of 1920, the 
return to the gold standard and the recent 
collapse in prices were all disturbing 
factors. 

A number of new and very bafflin 
problems had arisen which the ol 
methods were inadequate to deal with 
properly. The restriction of rents, housing 
subsidies and large governmental expen- 
diture on roads all raised curious problems 
of valuation. But the most important of 
all was the proper treatment of the 
colossal national debt, the old method of 
merely deducting the national debt from 
the value of State property being no 
longer appropriate. 

Sir Josiah discussed the influence of 
public expenditure upon private values, 
and the extent to which borrowed money 
for such purposes was a mortgage upon 
capital assets only or upon the whole 
future incomes, including wages, of the 
country. He came to the conclusion, he 
said, that the conventional method tended 
slightly to exaggerate gross wealth and 
slightly to understate the net wealth of 
the community.

AEROPLANE FLIGHT OVER 
THE ARGENTINE.

Official details of the Prince of Wales’s 
plans for his tour of South America next 
reat were issued from York House, 
St. James’s, London, last night. 

The Prince of Wales, who will be 
accompanied by Prince George, will travel 
to South America in the Oropesa, which 
leaves Liverpool on January 15th. His 
Royal Highness will probably join the 
ship at Santander or Vigo, but no definite 
decision has been taken on this point. 
He will spend January 27th at Bermuda, 
January 31st at Havana, and February 
órd at Kingston, Jamaica. 


THROUGH THE PANAMA. 


The Oropesa will through the 
Panama Canal on Tobceans 5th, and the 
Prince of Wales and his party will dis- 
embark at Talara on February 8th, and 
will probably visit the Talara and Lobitos 
oilfields, which are British controlled, re- 
joining the ship at Payta the same night. 

The Oro will reach Callao on 
February 10th, and the Prince hopes to 
spend two or three days in Lima, and 
later to visit Cuzco and La Paz on his 
way south to Chile. The Prince will 
probably reach Santiago on February 21st, 
and after a few days there will leave for 
Southern Chile and enter Argentina by 
Lake Nahuelhuapi.

LORD STONEHAVEN’S HOPE 
OF SOLUTION .

OTTAWA, Tuesday. 

Lord Stonehaven, the retiring Governor- 
General of Australia, who, with Lady 
Stonehaven and their family, is passing 
through Canada on his way back to Great 
Britain, was interviewed to-day at Govern- 
ment House, where he and his family are 
guests. 

Lord Stonehaven expressed the firm 
conviction that Australia would solve her 
present financial difficulties satisfactorily. 
‘ Australians,’ he said, “are proud of 
their country. They are a resilient, strong 
people, and may be depended on to over 
come admittedly pressing difficulties.’ 

Lord Stonehaven expressed high ham 
for the future of inter-Empire trade 
“What we should seek,” he said, “is to 
get full value for the purchasing power 
of the population of the Empire, and 
gradually raise the standards of living 
throughout the Empire.”’ 

Referring to trade between Canada and 
Australia, Lord Stonehaven said that 
Australia produced fruits and various 
other commodities which might find a 
wider market in Canada. The develop-

The British Government proposed the 
reduction of Customs duties by taking 
‘groups of commodities and proceeding by 
me It suggested that textile fabrics 
and machinery might be selected in the 
first instance, and afterwards : other 
products of industry, agriculture, com- 
merce, stock-raising and fisheries. 

The Netherlands proposal suggested the 
division of States into two groups— 
(1) those States which, while ‘retaining 
tariff autonomy, pursue a liberal: .com- 
mercial policy, and (2) those which, 
while pursuing the policy of conventional 
tarifis, possess a more or less Protectionist 
Customs régime. States in the first group 
would undertake to maintain their liberal! 
system in return for tariff benefits, which 
would be granted to them by the second 
group, and which would remain subject 
to the “ most favoured nation ” clause. 

BRITISH PLAN EXPLAINED. 

Explaining the British proposal, Sir 
Sydney Chapman said that the question 
was whether tariff reduction could or 
could not be obtained by collective negotia- 
tions. The British proposal aimed not so 
much at obtaining reductions ón a given 
product as at discovering whether a general 
result could be obtained. The idea was 
that certain groups of articles should be 
taken with a view to obtaining a reduction 
on the average import duties. Each country 
could then decide upon which: articles of 
each group tariff reductions could be made.

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|A SUPREMELY DIFFICULT

The Times to-day, in a leading article, 
observes:—If there is one impression 
onan ‘than another which remains from 
a study of the latest despatch from the 
Government of India, it is that of the 
weight of responsibility which will fall 
upon future Viceroys. The point is not, 
of course, peculiar to the Government 
view of the Indian Constitution. It stands 
out just as clearly in the report of the 
Statutory Commission, in the Butler 
report on the position of the States, ih 
every scheme that has been put forward 

ndians themselves, of whatever school 
of thought, for the constitutional progress 
of their country. Differing at a thousand 
other pe they are all agreed that it 
is in the hands of the Governor-General, 
with or without his Council, that reserved 
powers of immense importance must be 
concentrated for many years to come. 

‘If Lord Irwin’s successors—and especially 
his immediate successor—are to carry 
successfully so stupendous a burden as is 
assigned to them, then they will clearly 
have to be chosen with the most scrupulous 
care for the highest qualities of intellect 
and character. To do them justice our 
Prime Ministers have never failed in the 
past. to exercise a very anxious fore- 
thought over their recommendations for 
this supremely difficult post. More than 
one of them has made ill-considered and 

artisan appointments to the minor 

ernorships—and has lived to regret it. 
SOME RECENT VICEROYS. 

Not once within memory has the 
Viceroy himself been chosen for any other 
reason which could even be alleged than 
a conviction that he was the best man 
available for the .work, and had proved 
it by a record of signal distinction in 
public affairs. _Thus—to go backward over 
the -suceessive Viceroys of the last few 
years—Lord Irwin had presided over two 
departments: of State as a Cabinet 
Minister. Lord Reading was Lord 
Chief Justice of England, and had 
been ..Ambassador to America. Lord 
Chelmsford had held two ‘Governorships 
in Australia, and had acted as Governor- 
Genera]. Lord Hardinge had won an 
outstanding position in the world of 
diplomacy. Lord Minto, like Lord Lans- 
downe and Lord Dufferin before him, had 
been Governor-General of Canada. Lord 
Curzon—the youngest of them all—had 
trained himself for the Viceroyalty almost 
from the cradle. | 

No doubt, some of these eminent men 
have shown. themselves, in the event, to 
be better chosen than others. It is not 
within the range of human competence to 
predict precisely what reactions India 
may produce upon all the complex quali- 
ties—the trained capacity for administra- 
tion, the sympathetic insight, the readi 
ness to learn from experts, the dignity in 
ceremonial; the freedom from touchiness 
and pedantry—which are the foundation 
of a good Viceroy’s initial outfit. But, at 
least, a conscientious effort has always 
been made to choose the ideal candidate. 

THE NEXT APPOINTMENT. 

More than in any other sphere of public 
patronage, a. Prime Minister is judged by 
his advice in this particular matter, which 
is likely to perplex him but once in the 
life-time of a Government. Indeed, the 
word patronage itself is altogether a mis- 
nomer here; for no one who has the 
faintest co ion. of the labours and the 
responsibilities of the Viceroyalty can 
lightly regard it as a bed of roses. 

At the stage which matters have now 

reached, it is fair to credit Mr. Macdonald. 
who is not usually careless about his 
appointments, with the intention of await- 
ing the developments of the Round Table 
Conference before assessing finally the 
special qualities most needed in Lord 
Irwin’s successor, The debates of the last 
two days, hopeful, on the whole, as they 
have heen, must at least have convinced 
him of the case for finding a Viceroy of 
proved ability. But the main considera- 
tion, which should determine the choice 
of an individual, is that which also 
governs the whole conduct of the Con- 
ference. No .one political party can 
possibly settle either problem with 
finality. Indian politics, as Lecky wrote 
in days when they were far less insistent. 
are one of those subjects “ which cannot 
be introduced without the gravest danger 
into the arena of party controversy.” 
| THE ONLY METHOD. 
. The method of procedure by agreement 
between parties—which has been main- 
tained through all the latest stages of 
Indian reform, in the declaration of the 
coalition, in the composition of Sir John 
Simon’s inguiry, in the nomination of | 
the British delegates to the Conference 
itself—is the only method which can ever 
provide: an -enduring settlement of the 
constitutional problem. The same measure 
of common consent is no less essential in 
the selection of the man who will have 
the handling of the new situation in 
India.

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OLD BAILEY. - 
FORMIDABLE 
INDICTMENT. 


The trial opened before Mr. Justidé 
Swift at the Old Bailey, London, yester- 
day, of Francis Lorang, aged forty-nine, 
formerly a director of the Blue Bird 
group of oil companies, on charges of 
converting to his own use large sums of 
money belonging to the companies, : It is 
expected that the trial will Jast over a 


Mr. Eustace Fulton, Mr. G. B. 
McClure and Mr. Maxwell Turner ap- 
peared for the Director of Public Prosecu- 
tions, and Lorang was defended by Mr. 
St. John Hutchinson, Mr. Derek Curtis 
Bennett and Mr. C. Leo Burgess. 

The indictment, which contained thirty- 
four counts, charged Lorang, as a director 
of Blue Bird Petrol, Ltd., with publish- 
ing a false statutory report with intent to 
deceive the shareholders or creditors of 
the company, and with fraudulent con- 
version in relation to this and other of 
the Blue Bird Companies. 

Lorang, who was neatly dressed in grey, 
pleaded not guilty to the charges. He 
listened with great interest as the jury 
were sworn. 


THE PROSEOUTION. 

Mr. Fulton, opening the case for the 
prosecution, said that five companies were 
involved, and when these were wound up 
Lorang owed them half a million. The 
story started with the formation of the 
Blue Bird Motor Company, 1924, which 
was formed, among other things, to 
acquire a motor garage business from a 
Mr. Trye, and later developed other 
activities in regard to the sale of petrol. 
It was wound up in 1929, and there were 
no charges in relation to that company. 

The next company registered was the 
Blue Bird Oil Importers, Lid. It was 
registered in March, 1927, and wound up 
in May, 1929, with assets of exactly £12. 
There were a number of charges in rela- 
tion to Lorang’s dealings with that com- 
pany’s affairs, involving the sum. of 
£88,675. Public subscriptions totalled 
£182,250, the company having ja capital 
of £200,000. á 


PAYMENTS TO THE ACOUSED. 
Mr. Fulton went on to detail the dates 
on which it was alleged Lorang had drawn 
cheques on the company’s accounts and 
which found their way into his own 
private banking account. He also read 
one of a series of minutes of mcetings..of 
Blue Bird Oil Importers, Ltd., where 16 
was resolved that a number of payments 
to Lorang be approved by the board. 
There was no mention of why these 
amounts were approved, and there were a 
number of other records of similar beard 
meetings. ch ae 
Lorang did not atten’ the liquidation 
meeting of the company, and therefore he 
(Mr. Fulton) was not in a position to say 
why those payments were made. Mr. 
Trye, another director, who was said to 
have been at the meetings, had stated 
that he was not present and that he knew 
nothing of the payments. i 
The next company was Blue Bird 
Petrol, Ltd., registered in October, 1928, 
with a capital of £310,000. The public 
subscribed £238,698, and it was alleged 
that Lorang converted to his own use 
£152,770. Some time prior to April 9, 
1929. a creditor presented a petitron~ to 
wind-up the company. The company 
issued a circular letter on that date, 
declaring that the winding-up, in view of 
the contracts held, would be verv detri- 
mental to the company, and that the 
statutory report would be issued in a few 


week. 


days. 
ONE OF THE CHARGES. 


The report was issued on April 15th, and 
Lorang was charged that this report con- 
tained statements of payments which were 
false, to his knowledge. 

Mr. Fulton dealt with a minute of a 
meeting of the Blue Bird Motor Company, 
held in November, 1928, in which 
apparently it was resolved that £79,000 
should be paid to Lorang. . 

There is nothing in the minute to sar 
why this sum should be handed over to 
him, said Mr. Fulton. The minute was 
signed, he said, by Mr. Trye, but he said 
that there never was such a meeting. The 
minute was put before him while he was in 
Paris in June or July, 1929, and Lorang 
asked him to sign it. | 

Mr. Justice Swift—And did Trye sign it? 

Mr. Fulton—Oh, yes. 


A FOREIGN COMPANY. 


Mr. Fulton, referring to the Blue Bird 
Oil (Foreign), Ltd., said that it had a 
capital of £615,000. It was formed, accord- 
ing to its Articles, to acquire the foreign 
rights of Blue Bird Petrol, Ltd. The con- 
bheatha payable for the foreign rights 
was £210,000, pryable by the allotment of 
shares. Lorang was managing director of 
that company. The amount that Lorang 
was said to have converted to his own use 
was £50,250. In regard to Blue Bird ' 
Holdings, Ltd., there were charges amount- 
ing to £7,000 or £8,000. ' 

The judge asked if the charges did not 
involve a total of £319,645, and Mr. Fulton 
agreed that it was somewhere in that neigh- 


bourhood. 
BANK MANAGER’S EVIDENCE. 


Percy James Park, a bank manager, re- 
ferred to Lorang’s private banking account 
between October, 1928, and June, 1929. 

The judge explained to the jury that 
amounts totalling £100,000 were alleged 
to have been taken from the money of the 
Petrol Company, Ltd., and paid by 
bankers’ draft into the private account of 
Lorang. The prosecution said that he 
stole them, and it was the duty of the jury 
to decide whether he did or not. 

At the end of Mr. Park’s evidence the 
judge, addressing the jury, said that 
according to the prosecution two cheques, 
amounting to £54,750, were paid into 
Lorang’s private account. One oí these 
cheques was for £12,500, and that had been 
received the day before from the Blue Bird 
Petrol Company. The balance of_ the 
£54,750 (£42,250) was a cheque which was 
drawn on the same day by Blue Bird 
Petrol (Foreign), Ltd. 

The prosecution said that Lorang got 
from those two companies, of which he was 
a director, the two cheques, and instead of 
dealing with them for the companies’ 
FER fraudulently used them for him- 
self. a

THE INQUIRY CLOSES.

The inquiry in regard to the sewerage oí 
Roscommon was resumed yesterday. ‘Lre 
Right Rev. Monsignor Cummins said that the 


conditions were not so bad as were set cut. 


in the petitioners’ memorial to the Free State 
Minister for Local Government. In his forty 
years in Roscommon,the schools had not once 
to be closed owing to an epidemic of the 
nature mentioned by the medical witnesses as 
likely to arise from insanitary conditions. 
There were defects in the outlet of the 
sewerage, and the open drains along the road- 
sides needed to be replaced by some more 
hygienic system; but otherwise the sewerage 
system was good. The defects mentioned had 
been brought by him under the notice of Lady 
Aberdeen on one of her visits to the town, and 
Sir Acheson McCullagh was sent down to in- 
quire into the matter; but nothing had been 
done since, 

Replying to Mr. Leonard, K.C. (for the 
pana Monsignor Cummins said that he 
iad signed a document which was represented 
to him as an application te have the defects 
inquired into, and amended. He was not 
aware that it included some statements which 
were more drastic than the circumstances 
justified. Some of the defects complained of 
were matters which should be remedied by 
the householders themselves, or which could 
have been avoided. 

A COMMISSIONER. 

Senator William J. Molloy stated that the 
valuation on his property in the urban and 
rural Roscommon rating area was £400, The 
rates were over-burdened for many causes. 
He regretted that the inquiry had been con- 
fined to one question; it should have .been an 
open inquiry, and both the Board of Health 
and the County Council should be abolished 
and replaced by a Commissioner. 

To Mr. Geoghegan, K.C.—He was a con- 
tractor to the Board of Health for bread and 
butter, and other items for the County Home. 
The combined purchasing had taken other 
contracts and supplied inferior stuff. 

Mr. Leonard said that even so exalted a 
person as a senator should not be allowed to 
be impertinent. 

Senator Molloy said that he was sorry the 
Department had allowed a few politicians to 
go in and get them to call this inquiry. 

Mr. Geoghegan—If we are to discuss the 
grievances of disgruntled shopkeepers we will 
be here a week. . 

Mr. Geoghegan (for the Board of Health) 
submitted that the petition had been signed 
by many who did not allege default against 
the Board. 

Mr. O'Doherty, Barrister-at-Law (for the 
rural ratepayers) suggested that, if the scheme 
were amended to include the provision of 
public conveniences for people attending fairs 
and markets, the rural opposition to a small 
rate in contribution would not be stressed. 

The inquiry closed. 


RAILWAYMEN’S WAGES 


N.U.R. AND IRISH POSITION, 

The Executive of the National Union of 
Railwaymen will meet at Unity House, 
London, on Friday. It is expected that 
they will consider the proposals of the 
British railway companies for reductions 
of salaries and wages and variation of 
working conditions of the clerical and 
traffic grades, and for a reduction of the 
war bonus of the shopmen. These reduc- 
tions, it is cnledlnted will mean a total 
saving to the companies of £11,000,000 a 
year, or a reduction of ten per cent. of the 
present total wages bill. 

The National Union of Railwaymen’s 
Executive will also consider the proposals 
of the Irish railway companies for an all- 
round reduction of ten per cent. in labour 
costs, the abolition of the guaranteed day 
and week, and special rates for Sunday and 
night duty. 

_The reply to the companies is expected to 
be decided upon and given at a further 
joint conference to be arranged next week. 
The National Union of Railwaymen’s 
Executive may decide on Friday when they 
will submit the new programme of the 
union, which includes an adult minimum 
wage of £5 a week. On Friday also the 
National Union of Railwaymen’s Executive 
will take part in the conference with the 
craft unions relating to a new programme 
for the railway shopmen.

FERMANAGH FARMERS’ 
DEMAND.

Sir Edward Archdale, Northern Ireland 
Minister of Agriculture, wrote: “ I think you 
will have trouble to get the English Agjii- 
cultural Credit Act extended here, ‘as I have 
never been able to get a longer term granted 
for paying off what loans our Government 
gave, though I always tried; besides, the 
English Act is surrounded with all sorts of 
conditions, which I do not think anyone here 
would care to bé bound with.” 

Mr. E, D. Kerr, J.P., O.B.E., proposed 
the resolution asking the Northern Govern- 
ment to introduce a measure on the lines of 
the Agricultural Credit Act of Great Britain 
for long-term: loans íor restocking the land, 
and that their Parliamentary representatives 
be requested to put this matter before the 
proper authorities, 

Mr. Robert Rowe seconded. 

Mr. Cahir Healy, M.P., said that’ the 
meeting was remarkable, as it was a blend of 
orange and green. If the farmers of all Ire. 
land did not stand together now, they might 
hang together. If poverty came to tha 
Nationalist door, ib would not pass by the 
Unionist, nor was it going to pause at the 
Orange fence.

The Vice-Chancellor, in asking Mr. 
Bennett’s acceptance of the scroll of the 
in the future that hé would take back to them. 
leadership in the land of wide spaces almost 
unlimi had proved him to be one of the 
great builders of the great nations of tlw» 
world. That was the first time Mr. Bennett 
had visited Ulster, and they hoped it would 
not be the last. But, at the same time, it 
was not the first occasion on which Mr. 
Bennett, had been welcomed by an audience 
of Ulster people. (Cheers.) When he went 
back to his own country he would have an 
opportunity of telling the people there of the 
pleasure it had given the people of Belfast 
and Ulster generally to welcome their own 
Prime Minister within the walls of the 
University of the motherland, (Cheers.) 

ULSTER SETTLERS. 

Mr, Bennett, replying, said that the Vice- 
Chancellor had rightly told them that that 
was not the first time he had been welcomed 
by Ulstermen. On his arrival that morning 
he recognised the names of more than one 
of his neighbours in the great Dominion— 
names which represented the principal men 
and women of that great country who had 
come from that part of Ireland and had settled 
in Canada, and where they had made for 
themselves a great place in the development 
of the country. Those people had been wel. 
<omed: they had played 4 decisive part in 
the building-up of the country ; and. in being 
honoured by that University he felt -he 
would be able to go back and say to them: 
“TI was in the old land; I was at vour old 
home and saw some of your friends and 
neighbours, and spoke with them.” That 
-was the message of good-will and confidence 
in the future that he would take back to them. 
He wished the University success, not se 
much measured by size as by development oí 
the opportunities for education, training, and 
the fitting of young people to overcome all 
difficulties, and to enable them to make their 
contribution to the future welfare of a great 
Empire. Opportunities were never greater 
and the demands never higher, but he was 
sure they would all respond to those demands. 
(Cheers. ) 

CiViC RECEPTION. 

Later a civic reception was given Mr. 
Bennett in the City Hall. Extending a wel- 
come to the visitor, the Lord Mayor said — 

““ Belfast and Ulster have many connections 
with the great Dominion of Canada. Indeed, 
I may say that there is scarcely a family im 
Northern Ireland that is not represented in 
the Jand of the Maple Leaf, and. therefore, 
we are bound to Canada by the closegt ties 
of blood and friendship. 

“ We all admired the patriotic spirit and 
broad outlook of you, Mr. Bennett, at the 
Imperal Conference. We should like to see 
a system of reciprocity introduced “which 
would be of mutual benefit. We produce the 
finest. linen, the best manufactured tobacco, 
and the strongest ropes—not to mention 
whiskey—in the world, and we are naturally 
anxious to extend and enlarge our trade re- 
lations. On the other hand, there is no reason 
why we should buy goods dumped into our 
country from abroad when we can get the 
same class of foodstuffs, just as good and just 
as cheap, from our own Dominions. We, 
therefore, believe ‘that if agreements were 
entered into we could increase Empire trade, 
and so diminish unemployment.” 

THE CITY CONGRATULATED. 

Mr. Bennett, in reply, said that Canadians 
rejoiced they had so many men and women 
from Ulster and Northern Ireland among 
them who had contributed so greatly to the 
work in which they were engaged. In almost 
every part of Canada, from east to ~-est, if 
it was known that the Prime Minister of 
Ulster or the Lord Mayor was passing through 
there would be someone at every station to 
meet them and claim Ulster descent. In a 
recent extensive tour of the Dominion he had 
found people from Ulster in every part. The 
names he met with in Ulster were the names 
he was accustomed to meet in Canada, so that 
he looked upon them as neighbours. 

Mr. Bennett went on to congratulate the 
city on the magnificent hall in which they 
stood. A sense of civic pride was one of the 
most important factors in the government of 
a country, and when he looked on that noble 
City Hall and that Council Chamber he 
realised that the sense of civic pride was 
strong, and that meant much for the coming 
generations. : 

He had never seen in his life a finer guard 
of honour than that which met him at the 
railway station—one hundred of the finest 
men he had ever seen, and it had been a 
great pleasure to him to inspect them. 

They had great problems facing them. The 
world shared in those problems, but the 
Empire, he thought, with its vast extent and 
great resources, should be able to be superior 
to bad times. They had within them the 
resources, the people, the courage, and the 
vision, He had not for a single moment 
become pessimistic of the outcome of the 
deliberations at the Imperial Conference. 
There was no cause for pessimism. He was 
sure the statescraft of their great Empire 
was not so bankrupt that they would not be 
able to evolye some system that would bring 
than ever closer and closer together, 
( Applause. ) 

’ GOVERNMENT LUNCHEON, 

The Governor of Northern Ireland (the 
Duke of Abercorn) was present at the Govern- 
ment luncheon given in honour of Mir. 
Bennett, in the Grand Central Hotel. 

The Prime Minister (Right Hon. Viscount 
Craigavon) presided, and to his immediate 
right sat the Governor and to his immediate 
leit the Canadian Premier. The attendance 
included the members of the Cabinet, Senate 
and House of Commons, among whom were 
the Nationalst representatives. 

Viscount Craigavon, proposing the toast ot 
“*Canada,’”’ read a letter from Mr. Joseph 
Devlin, expressing his regret that, owing to 
having to address a meeting in Fermanagh, 
he could not be present, and adding: “ 1 hope 
the welcome extended. to Mr. Bennett will be 
worthy of him, and of the great country of 
which he is Prime Minister.” (Applause.) 

After referring to distinguished Ulstermen 
who had evel in Canada or assisted in 
building up its commercial supremacy, I.ord 
Craigavon said that he knew. that Mr. Ben- 
nett, in coming to their shores for the first 
time, must have felt a certain amount of 
curiosity as to what he would find in one of 
the smattest States within the British Em- 
pire, and yet in a state which had populated 
Canada to a large extent, Australia, New 
Zealand, and, indeed, wherever the British 
flag flies—he would find in this area, from 
all quarters and from all shades of opinion 
nothing but a hearty welcome, and the best 
of good wishes: for the future prosperity of 
Mr. Bennett's own great Dominion. He 
knew that Mr. Bennett would be followed in 
Ulster by his other colleagues at the Con- 
ference. “We have a telegram this morn- 
ing.” he went on to say, “that the Prime 
Minister of New Zealand will arrive in

And yet when they were called upon to 
analyse closely the factors that have brought 
about that result, if they would conduct the 
analysis with care he thought there was 
hardly hvmg in the community anywhere 
men or women who would not say that as a 
result of that investigation some credit, in 
fact great credit, would have to be given 
to the fact that men and women of Ulster and 
the rest of Jreland had settled in that 
country and from these islands they got the 
grit that nad made possible the preservation 
ot the high ideals, the love of liberty and 
freedom that had permeated their body 
politic. (Applause.) 

SHOWING A UNITED FRONT. 

They were now antonomous units in the 
Commonwealth, working out their several 
destinies, and the problem of every man, 
whether he represented the smallest con- 
stituency or the most powerful, was to show 
a united front to all the world—whether he 
were the Prime Minister of a small province 
or a great domimion. (Applause.) 

The problem that he was considering, and 
he did not doubt but what they were con- 
sidering it, was how they could best achieve 
that unity between themselves. He need 
hardly say to them that on the constitutional 
side of their development they had made 
such progress that no one for a moment 
could disparage. 

Loyal sentiment had always played a large 
part in their nationai life. It had been the 
determining factor in the conduct and action 
of many of their peoples, but sentiment would 
not alone maintain a national life. It must 
be buttressed and cemented by material 
things, and much as he believed in the ideals 
that men should have with respect to their 
country the fact remained that they must tie 
together the various component parts of the 
Empire, not by sentiment, but by the allegi- 
ance they owed to the Crown, the sign and 
the symbol of their unity. Surely they must 
do more. Surely the great material con 
siderations that had influenced the conduct 
of mankind years long since past continued 
to exist. How could they put that sentimeni 
into coucrete form” 

PROBLEM UNSOLVED. 

That was really the problem with which 
they had been grappling during the last few 
weeks. It was a problem that still lay un- 
solved. They in Ulster had their own 
problems. They were worldewide in their 
character. They had their problem of un 
employment, and the difticult problems that 
came from over-production, and yet in some 
parts of the Empire there were people who 
must buy goods produced in Ulster, which 
they themselves did not, preduce, while there 
were things which Ulster had to buy which 
she did not produce. 

ow was that to be made no longer a 
hope but an actuality’ Those problems far 
transcended politics. They were not a divid- 
ing issue In the Province of Ulster. They 
should not, and would rot be a dividing issue 
in the other parts of the Empire, but thei: 
common counsel and common knowledge 
should all be thro: into the one effort io 
see that their hopes were accomplished. If 
during the last few weeks he had indicated 
tnet he believed the sands in the hour-glass 
were running rapii!y against them, he did it 
because of no feeling of pessimism. He was 
an optimist, but he did it because he had all 
his life read something of history, and he 
was satisfied that if they did not avaal them 
selves of the mateless opportunity that they 
had by reason of their far-flurg Empire with 
their quarter of the world’s people, their 
fate would be the fate of the empires of thea 
past. Now, instead of a creat plan of Em- 
pire development being worked out as at one 
time seemed likely. they, as Dominions within 
the Commonwealth, were working out. their 
several destinies. He couid not think, he 
would not think, and he dare not think. 
that they could too long delay taking the 
action that was essential to the security of 
their unity of purpose (Applause. ) |
